It is a great mistake to 
p ut off 
working roadv until August or Sep ­ 
tember. according to the road ex p erts 
of the United States Dep artment of 
Agriculture. 
The roads 
should 
he 
worked In the sp ring when the soil 
is damp , so as to make the soil bake 
when it dries out. 
If the roads are 
worked when they are dry, earth and 
dust retain moisture and quickly rut 
after rains. 
By using the road ma­ 
chine in the sp ring while the soil Is 
soft and damp , the surfat e la more 
easily shap ed and soon p acks down 
Into a dry, hard crust, which is less 
liable to become dusty 
in 
summer 
and muddy in winter. 
Rep airs to roads should be made 
when needed, and not once a year, 
when crop s are laid by. 
Because of 
Its simp licity, efficiency 
and cheap ­ 
ness, the sp lit log drat, or some sim­ 
ilar dev ice, is destined to come into 
more and more general use.

elm, wAlnnt, hox efiier or soft maple 
are ex cellent. 
Oak, hickory or ash 
are too heavy. 
The log 
should be 
from « even to ten feet long and from 
eight to 
ten inches 
in diameter. 
It 
should be sp ilt carefully, as near the 
center as p ossible and the heaviest 
¡and beat slab chosen for the front. 
Storm water should be disposed of 
quickly, before It has had time to pen 
etrate deep ly Into the surface of the 
road. This can he done by .giving the 
road a crown or » lope from the cert 
ter to the sides 
For an earth road 
24 feet wide the center should be not 
less than Fix inches nor more than 
12 Inches higher than the outer edges 
of the shoulder. 
The narrow road 
which Is high in the middle will be. 
come rutted almost as quickly as one 
which is too flat, for the reason that 
on a narrow road all the traffic Is 
forced to use only a narrow atrip 
Shoulders are often formed on both 
sides of the 
road, which 
prevents 
storm water from flowing into the 
side ditches 
retaining It In the ruts 
and softening the roadway. 
The width of a road will depend 
on traffic 
As a rule, 2.r> or 30 feet 
from ditch to ditch la sufficient If the 
roadway Is properly crowned. 
Ordi­ 
narily the only ditches needed 
are 
those made with the road machine, 
which are wide and shallow. 
Deep 
narrow ditches wash 
rapidly, espe­ 
cially or. steep slopes. 
The 
earth 
road should not he loosened, dug up 
or plowed any more than atmolutely 
necessary'. 
It should 
be 
gradually 
raised, not lowered, hardened or soft 
ened.

Canada, 
but

Persia, ( 
Russia and Scandinavia the full effect, 
will be seen. 
Althou gh the moon looks abou t the 
same size as the Min. it is very mu ch 
smaller and nearer. 
The su n is 865,- 
000 miles in diam eter and 93.000,000 
miles away, while the moon is 2.163 
miles in diam eter and 239,000 miles 
away. On accou nt of the moon's small 
size com p ared with the su n the sha­ 
dow cast by the moon is a cone, au d 
the p oint 
of this coue ju st barely 
reaches the earth. 
In the August eclip se the diam eter 
of the cone a t the earth 's su rface is 
abou t 85 miles, so that the eclip se is 
visible as total only in a belt abou t 
85 
miles 
wide 
stretching over the 
cou ntries named above. 
T he imp or­ 
tant cities of Bill is, Trebizond. Kief. 
Minsk, and Riga lie near the center 
of this belt. 
It p asses abou t a hu n­ 
dred miles sou th of Stockholm and 
Trondheim . 
The eclip se will be seen 
as p artial over a very wide area, in­ 
cluding northeastern America, Green 
land, Eu rop e, half of Asia and half of 
Africa.

It w as the custom of the Aztecs to 
keep 
their 
accounts 
bv 
means 
of 
strings. 
The num bers were indicated 
by knots. 
A single kn it Was ten. two 
single kn ots t w e n t y , and ho on. 
The 
hundreds were indicated by 
double 
knots. 
The color o f the string indi­ 
ca te d w hat the num bers referred to. 
Soldiers were red, gold yellow, silver 
white and corn green. 
This method Is 
still in vise on the sierras of the Argen­ 
tina, where the herdsmen keep tale of 
their charges in a sim ilar way. 
Sev­ 
eral strands depend from one, the first 
of these strands being reserved for 
bulls, tile next for cows, the milk and 
dry being differentiated; the next for 
sheep, and sc* on. 
Knots were flroba 
ply among the tirst methods of man to 
record figures—the knot or the m ark on 
a bit of stick. 
In the English hop gar­ 
d e n s the tallyman (generally the local 
schoolmaster) goes around with the 
tally and Its mark, and the most civi­ 
lized Chicagoan still ties a knot in his 
handkerchief when tie is asked '‘to be 
sure to remember.*’—Chicago News.
